This neceſſary Paſſion is, indeed, ef ſueh a Tick- 
liſh Nature, that eithet too mueh or too little of 
it is equally prejudicial, and the Medium is fo hard 
to hit, that we are apt to fall into one of the Ex- 
tremes. We are naturally Furniſt' with an extra- 


ordinary Stock of Love; and, by the Largentſs of 


the Proviſion, it looks as if Nature had made ſome 
Allowance for Wear an Tear. If young Men were 

to live entirely Chaſte and Sober, without blunting 

the Edge of their Paſſions, the firſt Fit of Love 

would turn their Brains Topſy-turvy, and we ſhould 

have the Nation peſter d with Love Adventures and 

Feats of Chivalry : By the Time a Peer's Son came 

to be Sixteen, he would be in Danger of turning 

Knight Errant, and might poffibly take à Cobler's 

Daughter for his Dulcinea; and who knows, but a 

fprightly young Taylor might turn an Orlando Furioſo, 

and venture his Neck to carry off a Lady of Birth 

and Fortune. In ſhort, there are fo many Iuſtances, 
every 
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every Day, of theſe ruinous diſproportion'd Matches, 

notwithſtanding our preſent Intemperance, that we 
may juſtly conclude, if the Nation was in a State of 
perfect Sobriety, no Man could anſwer for the Con- 
duct of his Children. FR, 


It muſt, indeed, be confeſs'd, as Matters now 
ſtand, the Exceſs of Saler is not ſo much to 
be fear d as the other Extreme of Lewdneſs, tho? 
there are Inſtances of both; and many Fathers, now 
living, would gladly have ſeen their Sons Fifty Times 
in a Stew, rather than ſee them ſo unfortunately mar- 
ry'd. The other Extreme is equally, or rather 
mote dangercus, as it is more common; for moft 
young Men give too great a Looſe to their Paſſions, 
and either quite deſtroy their Inclination to Ma- 
trimony, or make their Conſtitutions incapable of 
anſwering the Ends of that State. ; 

To avoid therefore theſe two dangerous Extremes, 
we have. erected the Publick Stews, which every 
. conſiderate Man muſt allow to be that Golden 
Mean ſo much deſired; for, in the firſt Place, we 
avoid the Inconvenience of too ſtrict a Chaſtity : 
When a Man has gain'd ſome Experience by his 
Commerce in the Stews, he is able to form a pretty 
good comparative Judgment of What he may expect 
— the higheſt Gratifications of Love; he finds 
his Ideas ob Beauty ſtrangely alter'd after Enjoy- 
ment; and will not be hurry'd into an unſuitable 
Match by thoſe romantick chimerical Notions of 
Love, which poſſeſs the Minds of unexperienc'd 
Youth, and make them fancy that Love alone can 
compleat the Happineſs of a Marry'd State. But 
this will be ſo readily granted, that I ſhan't inſiſt

to the Women, there's not the leaſt Shadow of 
_ Enccuragement : For no modeſt Woman ever loſt 
her Maiden-head with the diſmal Proſpect of be- 
coming a Plc Courtezan + And if a Woman is 
not modeſt, the Licenſing of the Pablicꝶ Stews is 
no more an Enconragement for her to practiſe, 
than the allowing a certain Number of Hackney-

reſt to Ply; when the very Licenſe, to ſome, ex- 
preſly implies a Prohibition ot the reſt. | 
Having now ſufficiently prov'd the Inſtitution of 
the Public Stews to be a Political Good, and an- 
ſwered all the religious Objections againſt it, I 
ſhall conclude, with obſerving, That J have the 
Authority ot Itaꝭ, the moſt Politick Nation in the 
World, to back me in the firſt Part of my Argu- 
ment; and the Opinion of Holland, one of the 
{tricteſt Retorm'd' Churches, to vindicate me in 
the Second; and that we ourſelves enjoy'd the 
Benefit of this Inſtitution till we were-depriv*d of 
it by the oer - haſty Zeal of our firſt Reformers in 
the Sixteenth Century, LS : | 
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The Pudlick Stews were anciently kept in Southe\ 
wark, if not by an expreſs Licenſe from the Go- 
vernment, at leaſt by an open Permiſſion; though 
we have moſt Reaſon to believe the firſt, ſince 
they paid regular Taxes, both to the Lord-Mayor 
of the City and to the Biſhop of the See. 

We do not find that they were ever moleſted till 


the 25th of Edward the Third, when, in the Par- 


liament at Veſtmiuſter, at the Requeſt of the Lon- 
doners, ſays Daniel, an Act paſs'd, obliging all 
Common Whores to diſtinguiſh themſelves by wear- 
ing Hoods ſtrip'd with divers Colours, or Furs, 


and their Gowns turn'd Inſide out. 


This, indeed, was but a Trifle to what they 
ſuffer'd thirty Years after, by Wat Tyler's Re- 
bellions + Oy | | 

In the fifth of Richard the Second, Wat march'd 
up from Dartmouth, with a true Spirit of Reforma- 
tion, fully refolv*d to burn and deſtroy every Thing 


that oppoſed him: If the Archbiſhop's Palace ar 


Lambeth could not eſcape, there was little Merc 

to be expected for the Stews Beſide, Whoring 
was not the leaſt of Wat's Grievances : He began 
his Rebellion by killing a Collector of the Poll- 
Tax for being a little too brisk upon his Daughter: 


And his Antipathy to the Stews was ftill increas'd, 


by the Lord Mayor's ſhutting the City-Gates, and 
denying him Entrance; for he could not revenge 


the Affront more effectually than by cutting off ſo 


large a Branch of his Lordſhip's Revenue. 
In ſhort, every Thing concurred to the De- 


ſtruction of the Stews, and demoliſh'd they were.
